Although it starts out as 
crinkled as discarded gold- 
toned chocolate wrappers, the 
gold smooths out as it sets. 

To form the letter, Leyden 
uses an oil-based paint to paint 
over the outline of the letter 
from the back in order to 
preserve it. Then he simply 
washes the excess gold away 
with water. And just like that, 
little flakes of gold slip to the 
floor where they are swept up. 

But the painter promises the 
finished product will be much 
more permanent.

The state has given San 
Bernardino County until Sept. 1, 
1989, to spend $30 million in 
state funds for a new West 
Valley jail, County Supervisor 
Jon Mikels said recently.

Until Mikels’ recent meeting in 
Sacramento with the executive 
director of the state Board of 
Corrections, Norma Lammers, 
county officials believed they 
had only until Dec. 31 to begin 
construction on the 800-bed jail 
or they would lose $30 million in 
state-bond revenue.

Although Rancho Cucamonga

Mays told Lammers that in the 
six years since the city of 
Rancho Cucamonga endorsed 
the jail site near the intersection 
of Haven Avenue and Foothill 
Boulevard, the character of the 
area has changed. The area

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Upland birdman 
on warpath over 
red sapsuckers

“The birdman of Upland” is on 
the warpath, but his cause is 
destined for defeat. 

Henry Childs Jr. is out to save 
the winter habitat of the red- 
naped and red-breasted 
sapsuckers he has discovered in 
trees along the Euclid Avenue 
Parkway. 

The birds, rare to this area, 
migrate here for the winter 
months, he said. But their stay in 
the pepper trees between 22nd 
and 24th streets is threatened by 
the biades of the Upiand city 
tree crew. 

“These trees were never 
trimmed this radically before,” 
said Childs, explaining that the 
birds need the branches for 
cover. “If they stop right where 
they are now, the birds will be 
fine.” 

He even wrote a letter to the 
city asking the crews to wait to 
cut the branches until March, 
after the birds have flown home. 

But General Services Director 
Ken Hoover said the city has no 
intention of stopping the 
trimming. He said his crews cut 
the pepper trees back severely 
every five years in order to avoid 
branches falling down and 
inspiring liability suits. 

“We have a lot of joggers up 
and down (the parkway) and a lot 
of children on bicycles,” he said. 


Hoover said that after reading 
Childs’ letter, he instructed his 
employees to look out for nests 
of the unusual birds. 

But Childs said the crews 
won’t finds nests, because the 
birds are here to escape the cold 
and eat, not start families. 

As woodpeckers, the birds 
bore into the tree trunks with 
their beaks, extracting the sap. 
They seem to prefer the pepper 
trees to the untrimmed grevillea 
oaks across the street, he said. 

“I’ve noticed them on and off 
for 10 years, but the evidence:is 
that they’ve been coming here 
for longer,” said Childs, who is 
field trip chairman with the 
Audubon Society of Pomona 
Valley and teacher of bird 
biology and appreciation classes 
at Chaffey College. 

He explained that the red- 
naped sapsucker is native to the 
northern Rocky Mountains and 
the Pacific Northwest. Just a few 
of them make it to Southern 
California, Childs said. The red- 
breasted bird is from the San 
Bernardino mountain range or 
the Sierras, he said. 

“As | walked by | heard its 
toenails in the bark,” he said. 

Without the branches to 
protect them from their 
predators the shy birds will most 
likely leave the parkway, he said. 

“I think the sapsuckers will 
just have to move up the hill to 
other trees,” he said.

Southern California’s freeways 
are not the only connection 
between the lofty foothills of 
Alta Loma and the poverty of 
inner-city Los Angeles. 

In both places, people need 
help. 

And, in both places, Alta 
Lomans Glenn and Sandra Swain 
give it. 

Whether it’s in their barred 
and graffiti-covered office along 
South-Central L.A.’s Figueroa 
Street, or in their new office in 
Rancho Cucamonga’s First 
Baptist Church, the Swains say 
it’s their duty to help those who 
need. 

“In fact,” Sandra said recently 
in the near-dark of their L.A. 
office, ‘“‘our help is probably 
more needed over there in 
Rancho Cucamonga.”’ 

Considering the Swains’ 
estimate that they've given away 
30-million pounds of free 
groceries in South-Central Los 
Angeles since 1978 — not to 
mention shelter and hot meals 
— Sandra’s assumption of 
Rancho Cucamonga’s need 
might seem surprising. 

“But it’s not,” Sandra said. 
“There’s a new low-income class 
in Alta Loma that needs help.” 

That class includes former 
employees of Kaiser Steel, 
single mothers, senior citizens 
and even Chaffey College 
students, she said. 

“All these people never 
thought they’d be low-income,”’ 
she said, ‘‘but they’ve all come 
to us for help.” 

In Rancho Cucamonga, that 
help usually comes in the form 
of a food bag containing canned 
goods, meats, vegetables and 
dairy products.

FPPC stops probe 


of Lyons’

The state’s Fair Political 
Practices Commission has found 
no evidence that Foothill Fire 
Protection District board 
member John Lyons was guilty 
of misconduct during last 
November’s election, the FPPC’s 
media director said recently.

During the election campaign, 
Lyons accused Eggleston of 
using his position as a fire 
district board member in an 
attempt to become the district’s 
chief in 1984. 


Eggleston has repeatedly 
denied the charges.

Despite the denials, a political 
postcard was mailed just before 
November’s election asking 
voters to ‘‘vote no on Mr. 
Eggleston” because of his ‘‘self- 
interest agendas.” 

Eggleston claimed Lyons sent 
the card. 

Because ‘of handwriting 
samples that Eggleston claims 
link Lyons with the mailing of at 
least one of the postcards, the 
fire board has censured Lyons. 


The board also asked the 
FPPC to investigate Lyons’ 
alleged involvement with the 
postcards for violations of the 
California Election Code and the 
Political Reform Act. 


The two election laws require 
senders of political material to 
clearly identify themselves. 

The postcard allegedly sent by 
Lyons was signed Firefighters 
for Better Government. 


Montgomery said the state’s 
election law applies only to 
those who send more than 200 
pieces of political mail. She said 
there was no evidence that more 
than 200 of the ‘‘vote-no” cards 
were mailed. 


She said that if the district can 
prove more than 200 of the cards 
were sent, the FPPC might 
resume its investigation. 


Lyons, who said the decision 
to stop investigation “clears me 
of everything,” said he will go 
before the board at its Feb. 17 
meeting to ask its members to 
overturn their censure of his 
conduct.

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One enters new worlds 
when buying diamonds

If you are thinking about 
owning a diamond, be it a 
solitare or a piece of jewelry set 
with diamonds, you are entering 
an enchanted world of romance, 
intrigue, legend and history that 
was once reserved for kings and 
emperors. Until a century ago, 
only the wealthy could afford the 
luxury of lavishing themselves 
with diamonds. Fortunately, 
since the discovery of large 
deposits in Africa and 
throughout the world, diamonds 
are now available in a variety of 
sizes, shapes, colors and 
affordable price ranges. 

The reasons for buying 
diamonds are as different as the 
people who desire them. 
Through the years, diamonds 
have provided fulfillment for 
emotional and practical needs. 
They are sought after as gifts, 
status symbols, tokens of 
romance and even as long-term 
investments. 

Diamonds are beautiful. Their 
exquisite beauty and mystique 
provides us with an outward 
expression of love for “‘that 
special one.’’ They create an 
aura of success and inspire 
feelings of pride. 

Diamonds are durable. A 
diamond is the hardest 
substance known to man. 
Because of this fact, it is 
resistant to deterioration or 
deformity and its beauty will be 
enjoyed for many generations. 

Diamonds are rare. Although 
there have been new discoveries 
of gem diamond resources, the 
supply is still limited. It is a fact 
that larger diamonds are 
increasingly harder to come by ... 
when 250 tons of ore is blasted, 
crushed and processed, chances 
are there will only be one carat 
of rough diamonds recovered. 
And, only 20 percent of all rough 

- diamonds are suitable for 
cutting into gem diamonds. 

Diamonds retain value. While 
diamond prices may fluctuate 

with economic conditions, even 
after years of being worn and 
enjoyed, a diamond retains 
value. 

The value of a diamond is 
determined by the ‘‘Four C’s” — 
carat weight, color, clarity and

cut. These variables explain why 
diamonds range in value: 

Carat — This is the unit of 
weight used for diamonds, a 
word derived from carob seeds 
used to balance scales in 
ancient times. A carat is equal to 
200 milligrams and there are 142 
carats to an ounce. Carats are 
further subdivided into points. 
There are 100 points to a carat. 
For example, a 45-point diamond 
weighs less than half a carat. 
Because larger diamonds are 
quite rare, they have a greater 
value per carat. 

Color — Although a diamond 
may be any color of the 
spectrum, grading a cut stone 
for color means deciding the 
amount by which it deviates 
from the whitest possible (truly 
colorless). Completely colorless, 
icy-white diamonds are rare, and 
therefore, more valuable. White 
diamonds with a tinge of blue — 
known as “blue white”’ are rarer 
still. The best way to see the true 
color of a diamond is looking at 
it against a white surface. 
Although most diamonds are a 
shade of white, they do come in 
all colors — pale yellow, canary, 
pink, red, green, blue and brown. 
These are called “‘fancies,”’ and 
they are valued for their depth of 
color, just as white diamonds are 
valued for their lack of color. The 
famous Hope Diamond is blue, 
and the well-known Tiffany 
Diamond is canary. 

The alphabetical scale used 
for grading is from colorless 
which starts at “‘D” on the scale 
to amore intense color as it 
descends on the scale to ‘‘Z.” 
Even though diamonds are found 
in most colors, they normally 
tend to the yellow and brown 
tones, and decrease in value as 
they descend the scale. 

Clarity — A diamond’s clarity 
is determined by taking into 
account the number, size, 
placement, color and nature of 
any internal “inclusions” or 
external surface irregularities. 
Inclusions are nature’s 
birthmarks — imperfections 
such as spots, bubbles or lines 
— included in the stone when it 
was crystallized from carbon 
millions of years ago. These 
marks make each stone unique, 
for no two diamonds have the

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Cut — Diamonds are cut 
according to an exact 
mathematical formula. A 
finished diamond has 58 
“facets,” which are the small, 
flat polished planes cut into a 
diamond, so that the maximum 
amount of light is reflected back 
to the viewer’s eye. This 
reflection is called “brilliance,” 
and is extremely important in 
evaluating the quality of a 
diamond. The widest 
circumference of a diamond is 
the “‘girdle.’’ Above the girdle are 
32 facets plus the “‘table,” the 
largest and topmost facet. Below 
the girdle there are 24 facets 
plus the ‘“‘culet,” or point. Cut 
also deals with the shape of the 
diamond. Traditional shapes are 
round, emerald, marquise, pear, 
oval and heart. 

Taken out of context, it is 
impossible to grade a stone 
when only using one of the four 
“C’s.” All the above standards 
are for quality alone, and have no 
direct bearing on value until 
each are applied to a specific 
price and quality standard of 
each of the four “‘C’s”’ 
individually. 

When shopping around you 
must consider the four “‘C’s”’ to 
get an accurate comparision 
orice. Some stores do have their 
own grading system, so you will 
have to ask for the GIA 
equivalent. So your question to a 
jeweler may be ‘I would like a 
price for a quarter carat pear
